Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that Rigney does not teach the 
claimed lower groth environmental bond conting as set forth in amended step c) having an aluminum content of about 10%. However, the 
amendment was not entered for the reasoning set forth above and thus the aluminum content in the bond coating Rigney would fall within 
the claimed range. Applicant further argues that Rosenzweig does not teach applying the lower growth environmental bond coating 
directly to the base metal substrate. As was set forth in the Final Office Action mailed 9-24-07, Rosenzweig is merely provided as 
evidence that the claimed method of removing a prior art bond coat by removing the coating and a portion of the base metal substrate is 
known. Rigney teaches applying the low growth environmental bond coating directly to the base metal substrate. 
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
